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(54) PORTABLE MEMORY BACKUP DEVICE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a simple and 
inexpensive portable type memory backup device 
without the risk of having storage contents improperly 
used by others. 

SOLUTION: In a backup mode, memory dials stored in a 
portable telephone set 20 are read and written in a flash 
memory. At the read of the memory dial, an identification 
number such as a user code registered in the portable 
telephone set 20 is also read and written to the flash 
memory. In a restoration mode, the identification number 
of the portable telephone set 20 is inquired first. Then, 
the identification number read from the portable 
telephone set 20 and the identification number stored in 
the flash memory are compared, and if they match, the 
memory dials backed up in this backup device 10 are 
written to the portable telephone set 20. •

[0011] In the present mode of embodiment, the time for which the 
5 switch 11 is pushed is measured. If the time is 3 seconds or less, the 
memory dial memorized in the portable telephone 20 is read out to 
the backup unit 10 (backup mode), and if it is more than 3 seconds 
and 20 seconds or less, the memory dial which is backed up to the 
backup unit 10 is written in the portable telephone 20 (restoration 
10 mode). 

[0024] The backup unit may be contained in the battery charger for 
the cell in the portable telephone. In this case, the memory dial of 
the portable telephone can be read to the backup unit and 

15 memorized therein during the charging operation (it can be always 
backed up during the charging operation). Furthermore, the 
memory dial of the backup unit is compared with the memory dial 
of the portable telephone and if there is the change, a lamp is 
blinked or a warning sound is generated whereby it is made known 

20 to the user that there is the change. Thus, the user can judge the 
operation of the backup starts. 
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
